ever, he often took part in clerical 
affair», acting as an arbitrator in 
pdlltleul 
and adm inistrative 
diffi­ 
culties. 
In the midst of thl» bu»y life, 
CopernkUM still found time to de- 


works of Hipparchus and Ptolemy, 
the greatest «»f the Greek astronom­ 
ers, Copernicus decided to te»t out 


many years. 
However, he did4 cir­ 
culate among hi* friend* and fellow 
scientists, a brief popular summary 
of the contents of his book.
